Steele of Nashville that he would file 
an order in county court at Washington 
Thursday morning, questioning the ti- 
tle and the legality of signatures of the 
petitions. 


Mr. Steele said he had been retained 


as attorney for a delegation of Wash- 
ington landowners who visited his of- 
fice in Nashville Wednesday morning. 


Meanwhile Attorneys Albert Graves 


and E. F. McFaddin of Hope announc- 
ed that they would submit the peti- 
tions, along with the copy of the deed 
conveying the old Garland school prop- 
erty to the county with the abstract 
of title, to County Judge Frank Rider 
at 10 a. m. Thursday in county court 
at Washington.

bear approximately 1,600 signatures.

In 
one test a specimen of the blood of 
the pntient is injected into a guinea

There is also a blood test for the dis- 
ease which is like the blood test in 
typhoid fever. 


In order to prevent this disease one 


may stay away 
from the infected 


areas. Dr. R, R. Parker of the United 
States Public Health Service has nlso 
given some practical hints for avoiding 
the tick. 


Clothing should be .selected that will 


prevent ticks from attaching to or 
crawling up the legs. High boots, put- 
tees, loggings anil socks may be worn 
ove rthe trousers' legs. If the ticks 
crawl up the outside of the clothing 
they are seen and removed. Those 
that reach the back of the neck should 
be removed as soon as they are felt. 
Indeed, it is good policy to feel the 
back of the neck for insects at fre- 
quent intervals anyway, when in an 
insect-infested area. 


It is suggested that women who go 


into the infected areas wear men's 
clothing of tke same kind as has been 


i described. The best way to get the 


i ticks off the body is to lift them off 
with the fingers. Nobody seems to

Climbing mountains is getting to be 


old business for H. W. Tilman. He 
was a member, among other expedi- 
tions, of one to Everest. Moreover, 
Mr. Tilman is able to corral the rec- 
ords of these thrilling trips in some 
very good writing, notable of which 
was the "Ascent of Nnnda Devi" pub- 
lished a few months ago. 


And now it seems, Mr. Tilman has 


been exploring and climbing again, 
and the results he has brought to- 
gether in his second interesting book, 
''Snow on the Equator" (Macmillan, $3) 


This time the locale is Africa. Mr. 


Tilman went there, Kenya specifically, 
after the war, one of the hundreds of 
ex-service men who started life anew 
clearing a plot of "homestead" jungle.

When Mr. Tilman left Africa the

Dauber is mud runner. This, cou- 


pled with is known class, makes him 
one of the more feared Derby candi- 
dates. C'wners of suspected sprinters 
get the jitters every time they hear 
the name of a horse like Dauber men- 
tioned. 


If the only base one used were his 


performance in the Santa Anita Derby, 
one would have to accord Dauber a 
real chance in Louisville. He ran a 
grand race in the stretch . . . had ex- 
grand race in the sleretch . . . had ev- 
ery horse beaten but Stagehand. And 
Stagehand had no easy time with him.. 


Dauber came to the races in early 


spring of last year. He won his first 
race, beating The Chief—the second 
race in Earl Sande's Kentucky Derby 


hand—in the mud. 


He was immediately tabbed as 


great 2-year-old. He hardly lived U] 
to that, since he was only able to win 
three races, garner two seconds anc 
four thirds in 15 starts. He did not wii 
a stake, and earned the moderat 
amount of $5955. 


Dauber won a tune-up for his Ken 


lucky Derby effort in Maryland. Whi 
the race was only a mile and 70 yards 
Dauber gave every indication that he 
was the most dangerous kind of a 
Derby threat. He came from last plac 
to beat Blind Eagle, Bunny Baby, etc 
on a muddy track. 


The mile and a c/uarter will favor 


Dauber and be a hardship on such as 
Menow.

Every year the 
cockrels paid for the feed and care of 
the young chicks. Three hundred pul- 
lets were raised from the hatchings, 
and since the flock was increasing, Mr. 
Lewis built two more houses ond also 
built a larger brooder house. 


In 1935, Mr. Lewis started out with 


350 hens. He sold 4,332 dozen eggs for 
$1,093.45, had a cost of ?422.00, which 
left a profit of §663.45. He again raised 
three hundred pullets. 


In 1936, he started with three hun- 


dred hens. During the year he sold 
3.391 dozen eggs for $849.05, had a cost 
of $436.40, which left a profit of $412.62. 
This record was just up to September 
1. 


During the year 1937, Mr. Lewis 


stated that he decided to mix his own 
feeds and not follow the Extension 
recommended practices. He felt by do- 
ing this he could save quite a sum 
on the feed bill. He says that he did 
save quite a sum on the feed bill but 
that his eg'g production dropped off 
until he hardly realized any profit for 
the year. 


For 1938 Mr. Lewis is starting out 


with five hundred laying hens and 
plans to feed them by following the 
Extension recommendations. They are 
all pure-bred English leghorns and 
average six to eight pounds per hen. 
The pullets usually start laying at 
about three months 28 days. 


Mr. Lewis has modernized the chick- 


en houses according to Extension Ser- 
vice suggestions and attributes his 
success for 1933-1934-1935-1936 to good 
housing, cleanliness, and proper feed- 
ing.

Tourists Staying Away 


In 1937 American tourists spent in 


Mexico around $50,000,000 American 
dollars. Not only is that equivalent to 
almost half the national government 
budget in terms of pesos, but it means 
actual dollars in hand to uphold the 
peso in foreign exchange dealings. 


Since the oil expropriations, this 


tourist traffic has taken a sudden and 
terrific drop, estimated as high as 75 
l-'jr cent. Highways which formerly 
saw 75 or 80 American cars plodding 
.southward daily, now see 7 or 8. My 
wife and I were the sole Americans 
in the train southward from Laredo 


Deprived at once of oil tax revenue, 


of a large part of tourist revenue in 
actual dollars, faced with a sluggish 
domestic business situation, the Mex- 
ican treasury faces critical months in 
May and June.
